—George Dee, was selected Chairman 
of a Committee appointed b y the Catholic 
Church Society of this city, to call upon 
the City Council and learn as to the re­ 
sponsib ility of the Dix on Water Works 
in the matter of the destruction recently 
of the Catholic Church b y fire. 
Mr. Dee 
made a speech b efore the Council and 
urged that through neglect of the Water 
Works in not furnishing water in time the 
edifice was destroyed. 
He desired to 
learn whether or not the Water Company 
on account of such neglect could b e held 
responsib le, and therefore b e compelled 
to pay all the damages caused b y said 
neglect. 
Under the contract b etween tb e 
city and tb e Water Company the latter is 
paid ab out five thousand dollars a year, 
and this sum is paid b y the people for the 
sole purpose 
of having 
the 
Water 
Works ready at all times to serve the city 
in ex tingushing fires. 
He b elieved it was 
tb e duty of the Council to sec to it that 
the Company remunerated the Catholic 
Society for tb e loss which he thought was 
the result of neglect. 
lie strongly hinted 
that if the city did not make the Water 
Company pay damages the city itself 
should b e compelled to foot the b ills, on 
account of the fact that it is in a sort of a 
way some sort of a p a rticep s crimin u 
in 
carlessness. Alderman Jordan also made 
a speech in which he Was quite severe 
upon the Water Works on account of 
what he considered a great negelect of 
duty and want of regard for its ob liga­ 
tion to do its duty. 
A Committee was 
appointed to look after the alarm b usi­ 
ness. Mayor Warner suggested that tb e 
City could not b e held responsib le for 
the loss. 


There was not a very great numb er of 
people at the swamp land dtfinage session 
at Judge Farrund’s Court on Monday 
afternoon; b ut those there appeared to b e 
deeply interested in the matter b efore 
the Court. The lawyers for tho different 
land owners were present to do the talk­ 
ing for their clients. 
The Commission­ 
ers, Parson, Steward and Neills, were 
there with their engineer, Rutledge. 
It 
was tb e general impressaion that the 
ditches were larger than nfcessary, and 
b y general agreement they are all to b e 
cut down; and some will not* prob ab ly, b e 
ex cavated. A new question was b rought 
b efore the Court b y attorney A. K. Trus- 
dell, who wanted to know it any one had 
made enquiry as to what amount might 
b e charged for the necessary distructlon 
of the Binghompton water powei and the 
dam at that place. 
After a thorough dis 
cussion of the questions b efore the Court 
it was resolved that one huudred and 
eighty-five thousand dollars is a larger 
ex pense than is necessary to drain the in­ 
let swamp, and that six ty-five thousand 
dollars will b e quite enough to do the 
ditching satisfactorily. 
It was agreed 
that twenty-seven thousand dollars of the 
last mentioned sum should b e ex pended 
on the main ditch in removing the rock at 
Inlet, (Really, Out-Let) that is to say iu 
digging a ditch down tb e creek. 
This 
ditch is to b e on an average al» out ten 
feet deep. The Commissioners with the 
engineer are to make a new survey, b uv 
ing in view a work that shall not cost 
more than six ty-five thousand dollars. 
What is known as to the South Ditch, 
(Ditch No. 4 on T he TELEORArn’s map) 
a ill prob ab ly b e left out of tb e nex t sur­ 
vey. 
It appeared to b e the opinion of 
several present that b y digging a small 
ditch the water would soon, b y its own 
force, wash away dirt sufficiently to make 
the ditches large enough. 
This plan 
would, in tb e opinion of th|p engineers, 
take many years to drain the swamp. To 
give tb e Commissioners time to make the 
new surveys and report, the Court ad­ 
journed the proceedings until June 27th

Indiana polls , Irul., May 25.—1\ M. Gapen, 
tho dqKBed inemtxir of the board of trustees 
of the insane asylum, has not only refused to 
surrender the office to his successor, but has 
adopted a plan <»f revenge which was entirely 
unexpected.

o f a Leaden Missile. 
The museum o f the Berlin general 
po sto ffice has receiv ed an interesting ad­ 
ditio n to its treasures. 
This is a parch­ 
ment letter fo und in the city archiv es o f 
Co lo gne, and which had been enclo sed 
in a ho llo w bullet and fired o ut o f the 
beleaguered to wn o f Neuss in 1475 , to 
let the friendly fo rces o f Co lo gne kno w 
o f the terrible plight to which the citi­ 
zens were reduced. 
Charles the Bo ld o f 
Burgundy was carry ing o n war against 
the to wn o f Co lo gne and o ther Rhenish 
f 
ifederated cities, and had hemmed in 
uss so clo sely that the inhabitants 
were bro ught to the last ex tremity . 
An 
army o f o bserv atio n o f the co nfederates, 
po sted bey o nd 
the 
Rhine, watched 
Charles’ o peratio ns, ho ping to get an o p­ 
po rtunity o f reliev ing the to wn. 
The letter is fro m the co mmander, the 
Landgrav e Hermann o f Hesse, who de- 
cribes ho w the besieged are destitute o f 
o o d and ammunitio n, and hav e o nly 
sto nes fo r weapo ns and water to liv e 
upo n. 
They hav e no medicines o r sur­ 
gical appliances, and so the sick and 
wo unded die witho ut assistance. 
So me 
are fo r surrender, and he fears that 
traito rs may betray 
th e place. They had 
a few day s befo re lo st 100 men in re­ 
pulsing an a ssa u lt o f th e Burgundians. 
The letter m entio n s th a t th e besieged 
had prev io usly fired o ff sev era l o ther le t­ 
ters, so m e o f w h ich ha d fa llen into th e 
Rhine, a nd th ey w ere ex p en d in g th eir 
lo st po w der in firin g o ff th is o n e.—Lo n­ 
do n Times.
